After reference, by way of introduc- 


tion, to tlio chaTige of opinion which has 
taken place in Groat Britain since tho 
time when it was thought tho proper 
thing to congratulate the American trav- 
elers on their good English, tlio speaker 
took as a Bprt of text nu absurd state- 
ment of Fitzedwnrd Hall, to tho effect 
that "our language is becoming moro 
and more depraved in tho United States," 
and remarked that the appearance of 
such rubbish in a periodical liko tho 
London JXinctcmi/i Century can only bo 
accounted for on the supposition that 
thero must really exist certain noticea- 
ble variations between tho styles of writ- 
ing arid speaking that are current on tho 
opposite sides of tho Atlantic, for if no 
difference at all could bo found it ia 
hardly probable that an intelligent man, 
however strongly British his preposses- 
sions, would care to publish a disserta- 
tion in which our practice- is deliberately 
set down as so distinctly inferior to that 
of tho English. Among those differences 
tho following wore noted:

2. In regard to enunciation, tho aver- 


ago American will mako himself heard 
and 
understood,

difficulty in hearing, far bettor than tho 
average Briton—not by virtue of vocifer- 
ation, but on account of his clearer and 
more accurate speech, especially in fol- 
lowing more closely tho spelling. This 
is illustrated by such words as trait, 
silver and schedule, -which aro pro- 
nounced in this country according to 
regular analogy, but have in Great 
Britain special aud exceptional pronun- 
ciations.

Tho Highest Building1 iu Europe. 
Hitherto tho Hospice of tho Great St. 


Bernard, which stands 8,200 feet above 
the level of the sea, has enjoyed tho dis- 
tinction of be_ing tho most elevated in- 
habited building in Europe. This honor 
it can now no longer claim. The city 
authorities of Catania, iu Sicily, have 
caused to be erected near the summit of 
tho great volcano, Mount ^Etua, an 
astronomical observatory which stands 
2,943 meters above the sea level, or fully 
1,000 feet higher than tho Hospice of St. 
Bernard. 
Tho structure is nino meters 


in height, and covers an area of 200 
square meters. 
It consists of an upper 


and lower story, and is built hi circular 
form. In tho lower story there rises a 
massive pillar, upon which is placed the 
great refracting telescope. The lower 
story is divided into a dining-room, 
kitchen and store-rooms. In the upper 
story thero aro three bedrooms, intended 
for the accommodation of astronomers 
and tourists visiting tho establishment. 
The roof consists of a movable cupola or 


• dome, From tho balconies of tho upper 


story a prospect of vast extent and grand- 
eur 'is presented. 
Tho spectator ia able 


to see over half tho Island of Sicily, the 
Island of Malta, the Lipari Isles, and 
the Province of Calabria, on tho main- 
land of Italy. The observatory is erected 
upon a small cone, wliich will, in case of 
eruption, protect it completely from the 
lava-stream, which always flows down on 
the opposite side of tho volcano. —
